The speaker made it very plain 
that the church cduld and should see 
that their pastor’s needs are supplied 
and not depend to much on the tithes 
but let the tithes go to the less pros- 
perous districts to help through this 
unusual strain. The Lord seemed to 
help every speaker in a wonderful 
way. 

I want to say im parenthesis though 
I do not know in, detail just how the 
church at Tampa looks after the wel- 
fare of their pastor, but I do want to 
commend them for their manifested 
Jove and loyalty fo their pastor. Dur 
ing my short stay, he had _ severaT 
visitors that brought snch things as 
satisfy the appetite and sustain life. 
I do not ‘wonder at their rapid pro- 
gress and development in their Chris- 
tian efforts at Tampa. The Sunday 
school is an honor to the town. New 
seekers are there almost every ser- 
vice. The pastor does not deserve all 
the praise but the loyal deacons and 
workers share their portion too. God 
ig blessing them in their efforts for
